The fav o r­ 
ite of my seasons brings to ripen­ 
ing the favorite table delicacies 
of my youth—the fruits. 
The best things of life, the most 
plea>ure giving, are alw ays the 
most healthful. The P u ritan s, if

any of those are left, the health 
faddist* who like to concoct saw- 
dust meals and m onstrous exer­ 
cises, and rhythm ic conditioning 
in one or another sphere of living 
would challenge this bu t it is a 
cardinal tenet of my philosophy.

say, and there is hardly any fru it 
you can r .in e th a t h a sn ’t some or 
all of them in easily assimilable 
form. 
A pples are in the list of the 
dozen foods richest in calcium, 
phosphorous and iron. O f course 
they do not stand as high in p er­ 
centages as the champions in each 
class, such as milk for calcium, 
egg yolk for phosphorus and spi­ 
nach for iron, bu t then p utting 
them up against a heavyw eight 
in each class is h ard going for 
anybody or anything.

New Guinea he served at the mis­ 
sion in the Madang district of the 
mandated territory of New Guin­ 
ea 
an area recently freed from 
the Japanese by Allied troop*. 
He 
was 
the 
missionary 
in 
charge of the area known as the 
Rtti Coast, his station being at B i­ 
ll an on Cape Ins, a small prom­ 
ontory 
on 
the 
northern 
coast, 
about 60 miles east of Madang. 
First Japanese bombings of the 
New Guinea mainland took place 
Jan. 21, 1942. On March 8. 1942 
the Japs occupied Lae and Sala- 
manua. abt ut IOO miles southeast 
of Biliau, but there was no at­ 
tempt to occupy the Madang dis­ 
trict and Rev. Freyberg carried 
on his missionary work for 
IO 
more months before be was forced 
to leave.

Dec. 18, 1942, a Japanese con­ 
voy arrived at Ma lang and troops 
occupied the town and on Jan u ­ 
ary 14. 1943 an Australian officer 
ordered evacuation of the remain­ 
ing civilians in the territory. The 
Rev. Mr. 
Freyberg 
left the Rai 
coast the latter part of January 
and arrived in the United States 
on May 4. 1943, after a long jour­ 
ney by various modes of travel. 
The first leg of the journey w'hich 
brought the party out of the zone 
of actual enemy occupation was a 
four weeks* trek on foot over the 
Finiaterre 
range 
by a 
paas of 
980o 
feet 
altitude, 
across 
the 
Markham valley, and up the Wa- 
tut valley to Wau, an Allied ad­ 
vance base.
